Diocesan operations kept below $4 million

The annual report for 1974-75 on the 
finances of the diocese shows that. income 
and expenditure remained at an almost 
constant level for the second year running. 


Income amounted to $3,886,168, compared 
with $3,999,644 the previous year; while 
expenditures totalled $3,760,024 for the 
1974-75 year compared to $3,889,953 the year 
before. 


THE ANNUAL statement of receipts and 
expenditures, published as a special supple- 
ment to Southern Cross this week, is the 
second to be audited by a firm of certified 
public accountants. It covers the year ending 
June 30, 1975. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher, in a_ letter 
accompanying the official report, congratu- 
lates the people of the diocese ‘‘on such 
splendid accomplishments. 


“This report gives evidence of genuine 


generosity and many sacrifices,’ he writes. 
“It gives witness in a concrete way of the 


deep faith of the People of God in a fast | 


growing diocese.”’

Bishop accents ‘right to eat’

Noting, in a pastoral letter, that there are 
460 million people in the world today who are 
“suffering in quiet obscurity and dying”’ 
from acute hunger because they are denied 
the basic human right to eat, Bishop Leo T. 

Maher wrote: 


“‘Each person who takes his commitment 
as a Christian seriously should recall the 
example set by Jesus Christ who had 
compassion on those that were hungry and 


told his followers to feed them.’’ 


THE PURPOSE of the letter, the bishop 
said, was to call the attention of Catholics 


throughout the San Diego diocese to Bread 
for the World, a New York-based Christian 
citizens’ movement dedicated to eradicating 
the problems of world hunger. 


The bishop also noted a_ resolution 
introduced into the U.S. Senate and House by 
Senator Mark Hatfield of Oregon and 
Representative Donald Fraser of Minnesota 
respectively. Bread for the World cooperated 
in drafting the resolution. 


It would make the right to eat a 
‘“‘cornerstone of U.S. policy,’’ concerning 
“‘trade, assistance, monetary reform, mili- 
tary spending and all other matters that bear 
on hunger.”’ 


DOMESTICALLY, the resolution calls for 
enrolling ‘‘on food assistance programs all 
who are in need,’’ improving those programs 
and attaining ‘full employment and a floor of 
economic decency for everyone.”’ 


On global matters, the resolution seeks 
self-help assistance for the poorer nations, 
with particular emphasis on the rural poor 
and the 42 nations designated by the United 
Nations as ‘‘most seriously affected’’ by the 
world food crisis. 


The resolution also called for increasing 
public and private development aid until it

‘God's plan slow, but sure’

“God is in no hurry.’’ 


This comforting thought 
came time and again over the 
last weekend as Dr. Thomas 
Francoeur spoke to CCD 
teachers, parents and others 
in San Diego and San 
Bernardino. 


IN A_ DAY’S institute 
sponsored by the CCD office, 
held on Saturday in the south 
and Sunday in the north, the 
McGill University professor 
studies gave 
three major talks and an- 
swered questions. 


““We feel uneasy about the 
slowness of the formation (of 
a child) because we fail to 
appreciate the divine plan, 
which is a_ slow, sure, 
beautiful process,’’ he told 
his audiences. 


He suggested that if God 
had a theme song it might be 
“I’m biding my time...” 


“GOD STILL looks upon 
his Creation, sees it and is 
glad,’ said Francoeur. 
“After all, we.have only been 
going about a million years.’’ 


In his talk on ‘‘Conscience 
Formation in the Child’’ he 
warned against expecting a 
.7-year-old to know about love 
relationships. 


_ “Somewhere between the 
ages of 12 and 15 there is a 
possibility of a mismanaged 
love relationship, in which 
the child has a feeling of 
disorder.”’ 


HE SAID children have to 
be instilled with the ‘‘mo- 
mentum of habit.’’ Little 
boys, he said, cannot be good 
or bad, but realize they can be

On the subject of the use of 
scripture in our spiritual life, 
Dr. Francoeur said, ‘‘The 
Scriptures are the story of 
what God is totally devoted 
to—the. search for man.’’ He 
said the Old Testament is 
one long story ‘‘of God’s 
people bungling things and 
God’s patience with them.”’ 

He warned against the 
person who says “‘here is the 
final answer.’’ Understand- 
ing of scripture is constantly 
developing in helping us in 
our ‘‘towards others-ness’’, 
which is the ‘‘spirit of God in 
us.”’ 

HE SAID WE cannot 
““know’’ our faith, but con- 
stantly may gain new “‘in- 
sights.’’ He exhorted parents 
and teachers ‘‘to know what 
is happening in faith and 
work within our knowledge of 
what is happening. It is a 
spirituality in tune with the 
Spirit.’”’

reaches a level of one per cent of the gross 
national product. 


IN HIS letter Bishop Maher said that 
Bread for World simply asks “‘each of us to 
take the time. to write a personal letter 
expressing support and urging Congression- 


_ al passage of the resolution. 


“‘Remember the words from the gospel 
which have echoed down through the 
centuries, ‘‘When I was hungry, you gave 
me to eat.’ ’” The full text of the bishop’s 
letter follows: 


As Bishop of San Diego, I would like to call 
your attention to a Christian citizen’s 
movement which is gaining momentum 
throughout the United States. The impetus 
for this movement came from a statement by 
Pope Paul and the Synod of Bishops which 
asserted a basic human right, namely, ‘‘the 
right to eat’’. The purpose of the movement 
is the development of a more humane 
national policy. To do this, the citizens must 
seek legislation. 


AT THE PRESENT time, there are 
460,000,000 real people who are victims of 
acute hunger, suffering in quiet obscurity 
and dying because they do not enjoy a basic 
right that most people take for granted. The 
condition is not new. We remember from the 
Old Testament that hunger drove the sons of 
Jacob to Egypt. However, there is a growing 
awareness as famines become more 
widespread in the 1970s that hunger can be 
prevented. 


Each person who takes his commitment as 


a Christian seriously should recall the 
example set by Jesus Christ, who had 
compassion on those that were hungry and 
told his followers to feed them. While 
adjustments in personal lifestyle help to 
engender awareness concerning the problem 
of world hunger, there is a more important 
need to bring about public priorities based 
on social justice. There is a critical citizen’s 
gap or failure on the part of the ordinary 
person who has ceased to care.

Retired priests are loneliest 


When Msgr. Sean Murray, pastor of St. Therese, 
San Diego, spoke at the funeral Mass for Msgr. 
Malachy O’Sullivan last week, he mentioned the 
particular dedication the monsignor had for retired 
sisters and priests. And he said that of all retired 
persons, ‘‘retired priests are the loneliest of all,’’ 
because so often they are far from their family, 
have few friends and live on their own. He went on 
to thank the Sisters of Nazareth for their particular 
endeavors to help priests on retirement. 

While the rest of us build natural families around 
us and have children and grandchildren to delight 
our later years, a priest has parish ‘‘families’’ 
which change as he moves around and which are 
never quite the same as your own kith and kin, 
however close in affection. Their monuments are so 
often bricks and mortar—a school here, a new 
church there—but bricks and mortar are not flesh 
and blood.

Bishops and Eucharist 

We were amused recently when a story came 
over our NC wire service teletype headed ‘’Bishops 
to have room for Eucharist at meetings.’’ At first 
glance it almost indicated that when bishops met 
there was no room for the heart of the matter. 
However, it seems that beginning with their 
national meeting this fall, the U.S. bishops will 
have a special room reserved at their meeting site 
for the Blessed Sacrament. They have always had 
rooms set aside for Mass in the past, but not for the 
reserved Eucharist. 


Most of us feel the need to be really ‘‘close’’ to 
Christ in the Eucharist. One of the blessings of the 


Cursillo is the room set aside for the Eucharist and _ 


for visits made individually. and in groups during 
the three days. While prayers and prayer meetings 
are truly in the presence of Christ wherever they 
are held—‘’Where two or three are gathered...’’— 
Blessed Sacrament reminds us so much more 
forcibly of his real presence. | have worked on both 
Spanish and English language Cursillos and it is 
evident that the Sacrament of Christ in the 
temporary chapel is of vital importance,-in any 
culture. 


Window dressing over illegals 


There’s a strong feeling among the Border Patrol 


officers that they are only used as a window 


dressing and that the government has no real - 


intention of dealing with the question of illegal 
aliens. Talking last week with Richard Brannick, 
president of the 1,700 member National Border 
Patrol Council, | got the distinct impression that he 
represents a very frustrated group of officers who 
wonder whether they really serve any useful 
purpose any more. His estimate is that there are 
between eight and 10 million illegal aliens here, 
from just about every country you can name. He 
claims that there is very little incentive in 
government efforts to combat the flow. 


Our local problem is those who cross from 
Mexico, of course, often exploited by employers 
here and. those who help smuggle them across. 
Evidently there’s a ‘‘smuggle you now—pay later’’ 


plan available. Regardless of the Border Patrol’s © 


gripes—and they appear well justified—we have a 
pastoral problem in that these aliens are people 
whose faith needs nourishment as well as their 
bodies. According to Brannick, in 15 years there 
will be twice as many illegal Mexican aliens here as 
there are now. We have a growing concern. on our 
hands. 

Both Brannick’s Council and Cesar Chavez's 
UFW belong to the AFL-CIO, but Brannick says 
they cannot get Chavez to meet with them. ‘Years 
ago they said we weren’t doing our job of catching 
the illegals in the fields,’’ said Brannick. ‘‘Now 
when we go into the fields they say we are 
harassing their people. We’re confused.’’ 


Dignity campaign 

The organization called ‘‘Dignity’’ was ‘‘estab- 
lished by and for Catholic homosexuals’’ and is 
currently launching a campaign to make. itself 
better known to clergy and religious in the diocese, 
according to their news reiease. They believe they 
can ‘‘express their sexuality in a manner that is 
consonant with Christ’s teaching.’’ 

The phrase ‘‘express sexuality’’ is an ambiguous 
one, readily used today though not easily defined or 
understood. To some it means acting within our 
masculinity or femininity without feeling threat- 
ened or defensive. To others the phrase suggests 
physical sexual activity of whatever form we may 
choose or from which we obtain fulfillment. 

But the lifestyle consonant with Christ’s teaching 
is a demanding one. It involves such unpopular 
concepts as self-sacrifice, self-discipline, self- 
denial and obedience to the deposit of truth in the 
Christian Church. It can, and often does, call for 
personal heroism, of high degree. 

The need for . pastoral counseling for homo- 
sexuals is a growing concern in the Church and one 
which we, as Christians, cannot ignore.

Hope for us yet 


| thoroughly enjoyed hearing the presentations 
by Dr. Thomas Francoeur last weekend to: the 
Alpha Institute organized by the CCD office. The 
McGill University professor of Catholic Studies was 
very consoling to those of us who sometimes almost 
despair of changing ourselves and the world. 
“Don’t get upset,’’ he told us. ‘‘We’re doing very 
well, and | am sure God is very pleased with 
mankind’s progress. After all, we’ve only been 
going about a million years, and that’s very little in 
God’s time.” 


Where is our Christian ‘clout’? 


We were talking...about the strange 
impulse and destructive drive that 
could lead two young women of ‘‘good 
family’’ to the brink of committing 
political assassination and were 
deploring the erosion of moral values 
in society. 


We could not escape the realization 
that these young women have not 
developed in isolation, but are 
symptomatic of an increasing tend- 
ency to hold life cheaply and resort to 
brutality and violence in pursuit of 
one’s goals. 


BUT THERE IS more to it, | think, 
than that. These young people—or 
older people for that matter—who 
make headlines in wild, criminal or 
undisciplined careers, are the pro- 
ducts of a society in which permis- 
siveness, moral relativism and rejec- 
tion of religious belief are widespread. 


One of the side-effects of this age of 
automation is our expectation of 
instant . gratification—instant enter- 
tainment, instant food, instant com- 
munication, instant happiness, instant 
fame and so on. Many of us never 
emerge from emotional infancy. We 
burst into physical maturity _ still 
wrapped in a cocoon of. childish 


egocentricity, demanding immediate 
fulfillment of our desires and the 
instant solution of our problems. 


Thwarted, our reactions are those of 
spoiled children, illogical, punishing 
and selfish, and often our lives are 
lived on a purely superficial plane. 
Patience, perseverance, prudence and 
fidelity—those old-fashioned, tried 
and true virtues—seem virtually 
ignored and few, if any, ideals appear 
worth seeking or waiting for. 


EVERYTHING IN our environment 
seems to militate against reflection, 
calm and quiet reason. | suppose no 
generation in recorded history has 
been as overwhelmingly subjected to 
questionable moral and emotional 
conditioning as ours today. Books, 
magazines, theater, motion pictures 
and television assault our minds and 
senses with explicit brutality, horror, 
sexual abuse and perversion, and 
implicit agnosticism. 
~ The brutal, the bizarre, the sexually 
stimulating so attractive to the 


majority of movie makers and 
publishers, thrust. us further and 
further into the kind of disorganiza- 
tion of personality. that makes terror 
possible. We have become desensi- 


tized to violence and receptive to the 
obliteration of the values, rights and 
controls vital for social order and 
personal development! 


We allow ourselves to be~ led, 
passive victims to the camera or 
newsprint, from shock to shock, 
horror to horror, until our emotions 
are dulled and unresponsive. It is as 
though frightening numbers of us 
were doggedly determined upon 
spiritual suicide! 

-NORMAN COUSINS said recently 
in specific reference. to pornography 
but, | think, applicable here, that ‘‘the 
trouble...is not that it corrupts, but 
that it desensitizes; not that it 
unleashes passions but that. it cripples 
emotions; not that it encourages a 
mature attitude but that it is a 
reversion to infantile obsession; not 
that it removes blinders but that it 
distorts the view...’’ 


The sad thing is that, in the main, 
we are aware of it. There is in all of us 
an innate appreciation of the quality of 
true humanness. There is in the 
human mind a longing for beauty and 
truth, for order and harmony, love and 
gentleness and universal brotherhood 
and compassion. 


Consciously or not, we know what 
we are meant to be, how we are meant 
to live. And that is the root of the 
conflict tearing our generation apart. 
In every human soul there is a 
movement towards God, a yearning 
for transcendence and contact with 
the divine. Until we recognize and 
pursue it, there can only be chaos and 
confusion. 


BUT THOSE OF us who acknowl- 
edge the primacy of God and the 
teaching of Christ are faced with a 
hard question. Why do we allow this 
assault on our minds and on the minds 
of our children to continue? Why do 
we condone, by our inactivity, this 
undermining of the religious and 
moral foundation of our lives? 


Protest is not enough. Our Christian 
witness, it seems, is too weak to move 
hearts and-bring trends into question. 
When we blame “‘society’”’ for our ills, 
we might ask ourselves what we, 
individually or as a community, are 
doing to stem the erosion of Christian 
values and virtues. Where is our 
Christian ‘‘clout’’? Surely it is more 
than time to consolidate our strength 
and become, again, the Church 
militant?

were ‘honeymoon’ 
of God and Israel

God chose the rugged reaches of the Sinai 
Peninsula as the final’ forge by which the 
children of Israel would be fashioned into a 
nation. 


Plunging upward from the gentle beaches 
of the Mediterranean in the north to the 
steep and bare red granite peaks in the 
south, this triangular bridge that connects 
Asia to Africa must have seemed stark and 
awesome to the Israelites who had grown 
used to the fertile Nile delta in Egypt. 


THE PROPHETS hark back to the days in 
the desert wilderness as a time of 
““honeymoon’’ between Yahweh and His 
people. ‘‘I remember the devotion of your 
youth, how you loved me as a bride, 
following me in the desert in a land 
unsown,’’ (Jeremiah 2:2). 


And Hosea will reflect a longing for the 
““good old days’’...‘‘I will allure her (Israel), 
I will lead her into the desert and speak to

her heart (Hosea 2:16). 


In spite of the prophets’ nostalgia for the 
wilderness: days, the record of Scripture 
shows a people disenchanted with their lot 
and their leadership who cried out, ‘‘Would 
that we had died in the land of Egypt, or that 
here in the desert we were dead’’ (Numbers 
14:2) and “‘let us appoint a leader and go 
back to Egypt’’ (Numbers 14:3). 


TIME AND again Moses mediates for his 
restless and discontented people, asking 
God to ‘‘Pardon, then the wickedness of this 
people in keeping with your great kindness, 
even as you have forgiven them from Egypt 
until now’’ (Numbers 14:19). 


And time and again God manifests his 
“*hesed,’’ his faithfulness to his covenant 
promise to care for, assist and deliver his 
chosen people. He feeds them in the 
wilderness with manna and quail (Exodus 
16-18, Numbers 11) but like petulant 
children they continue to grumble and 
complain. 


The Bible: Old Testament 
The Desert Experience 


Then the Israelites reach a point where 
they are able to send scouts into the land of 
Canaan. After reconnoitering the land the 
party returns and reveals that ‘‘it does 
indeed flow with milk and honey’’ (Numbers 
13:27). 


THEIR HEARTS, however, are still the 
hearts of slaves, filled with fear and lacking 
confidence in themselves and the promises 
of Yahweh. Only. two of the party, Caleb and 
Joshua, urge that the Israelites claim the 
land promised to them and their ancestors 
saying, ‘‘The country which we went 
through and explored is a fine, rich land. If 
the Lord is pleased with us, he will bring us 
in and give us that land...’’ (Numbers 
14:7-8). 

But the others were fearful and told the 
Israelites, ‘“We cannot attack these people; 
they are too strong for us. The land that we 
explored is a country that consumes its 
inhabitants. And all the people that we saw 
there were huge men, veritable giants...’’ 
(Numbers 13:31-33). The people listened 
and were afraid. 

Seeing their lack of faith, God asked 
Moses *‘How long will this people spurn me? 
How long will they refuse to believe in me, 
despite all the signs I have performed among 
them?”’ 


MOSES AGAIN mediated on behalf of his 
people and the Lord forgave them their 
faithlessness. But sin that is forgiven still 
has its consequences, and for the weak and 
fearful generation the consequences were 
‘that they would never themselves enter the 
promised land, except for Caleb and Joshua. 

A new generation born and reared in the 
wilderness and hardened by their nomadic 
existence, a generation that longed not for a 
return to Egypt and the security of slavery, 
was raised up to become the heirs to the 
promise.

Wandering in the Heart 


Struggle in Jesus’ heart 


was same as ours today

One of my favorite ‘‘Peanuts’’ cartoons 
shows Lucy and Charlie Brown chatting 
beside a wooden fence. On the fence Lucy 
has drawn a heart. One side of the heart is 
black, the other is white. 


Lucy begins lecturing Charlie. She points 
out that one side of the human heart is filled 
with hate and the other side is full of love. 
She goes on to say that these two forces are 
constantly at war with each other. 


CHARLIE BEGINS to look pale: His 
tongue hangs out as he holds his stomach. 
He groans, ‘‘I think I know just what you 
mean...I can feel them fighting.”’ 


All of us know the feeling Charlie is 
experiencing. We all feel the inner 
tug-of-war between good and evil. Some- 


times the tension actually gives rise to 
physical pain or emotional anxiety. 


That experience is what the biblical stories 
about the Hebrews’ 40 years wandering in 
the desert is all about. We move through the 
desert of life much as the Israelites 
wandered through the desert wilderness. 
Their story of the desert experience is our 
story as well. Only the location has changed. 
In each heart the desert wandering is 
repeated. 


IN THE DESERT the ancient Israelites 
met their God. They also met the powers of 
evil. They looked back on the desert 
experience as their honeymoon with 
Yahweh, their God. But they never forgot 
that the desert was also where they 
repeatedly grumbled against their God, at 
times turning from Him to worship idols. 


Their pilgrimage through the desert was a 
fluctuation between faith and doubt, 
between trusting God and trying to save 
themselves by themselves. 

That is everyone’s pilgrimage through 
life, seen at its depths. We are at every step 
pulled between faith and doubt, between 
trusting in God or trying to make our way by 
ourselves. Life is filled with ambiguity. 

Everything we experience contains within 
it the seeds of life and the germs of 
destruction. Even the most beautiful 
experiences—love, patriotism, religion—can 


imperceptibly harden one’s heart. Selfish- © 


hess can sour and poison what could be a 
great good. 


JESUS EXPERIENCED this same tension. 
Like His forefathers He too wandered in the 
desert—for 40 days rather than 40 years. His 
temptation in the desert symbolizes the 
lifelong temptation everyone faces. For Him 
the pull toward selfishness or toward trust in 
God centered in His call to be His people’s 
Messiah. 


He struggled in the desert with the 
temptation between trusting His life to 
God’s way—which pointed to suffering and 
frustration—or responding to the popular 
call for a revolutionary Messiah who would 
liberate Palestine from the Romans. 


In Jesus’ heart the struggle was the same 
as that of the Israelites in the desert 
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. Moses, himself barred from entering the 
promised land, led the Israelites to the 
plains of Moab, across the Jordan River from 
Canaan. There in a final appearance before 
the people he had brought out of Egypt and 
through the forge of Sinai he sets before 
them the choice they must make. 


“HERE, THEN, I have today set before 
you life and prosperity, death and doom. If 
you obey the commandments of the Lord, 
your God, which I enjoin on’ you today, 
loving him, and walking in his ways, and 
keeping his commandments, statutes and 
decrees, you will live and grow numerous, 
and the Lord, your God, will bless you in the 
land you are entering to occupy. 


“Tf, however, you turn away your hearts 
and will not listen, but are led astray and 
adore and serve other gods, I tell you now 
that you will certainly perish; you will not 
have a long life on the land which you are 
crossing the Jordan to enter and occupy. 


“T call heaven and earth today to witness 
against you: I have set before you life and 
death, the blessing and the curse. Choose 
life, then that you and your descendents may 
live, by loving the Lord, your God, heeding 
his voice and holding fast to him. 


“FOR THAT will mean life for you, a long 
life for you to live on the land which the Lord 
swore he would give to your fathers 


Abraham, Isaac and Jacob’’ (Deuteronomy 


30:15-20). ; 

Then Moses climbed to the top of Mt. Nebo 
from whence he could view the land he could 
not enter. He had blessed the tribes of 
Israel. Then he laid hands on Joshua whom 
God had commissioned to be his successor. 

Moses died and was buried in Moab and 
for 30 days the Israelites mourned his death 
as they camped in view of the promised land. 


NUMBERS 11:1-15 
‘‘Now the people complained. in the 


hearing of the Lord: and when he heard — 


it his wrath flared up so that the fire of 
the Lord burned among them and 
consumed the outskirts of the camp. But 
when the people cried out to Moses, he 
prayed to the Lord, and the fire died 
out.”’ 


Hence that place was called Taberah 
because there the fire of the Lord 
burned among them. The foreign 
elements among them were so greedy 
for meat that even the Israelites 
lamented again, ‘‘Would that we had 
meat for food! We remember the fish 
we used to eat without cost in Egypt, 
and the cucumbers, the melons, the 
leeks, the onions and the garlic. But 
now we are famished, we see nothing 
before us but this manna.” 

When Moses heard the people, 
family after family, crying at the 
entrance of their tents, so that the Lord 
became very angry, he was grieved. 
‘“‘Why do you treat your servant so 
badly?”’ Moses asked the Lord. ‘“Why 
are you so displeased with me that you 
burden me with all these’ people?”’ 


centuries before. It is our struggle today. 
Ultimately it is a grappling with selfish- 
ness—wanting one’s own way. The opposite 
pull at the center of the heart is to place 
oneself in God’s hands, with trust and faith, 
opening one’s heart to him and to other 
people. The temptation is between selfish- 
ness and openness, between faith and 
infidelity, between love and hate. 


LUCY PEDANTICALLY described every- 
one’s temptation in the desert of their heart. 
Charlie Brown, like the rest of us, 
experienced the painful reality of the inner 
tension. Jesus, like His ancestors wandering 
in the desert before Him, gives us the clue to 
coming to grips with this root temptation. 


Neither Jesus nor the Israelites could see 
where the way might. ultimately lead. Our 
life, too, is full of ambiguity. But they went 
ahead with faith and trust in God, finally 
choosing openness and faith over closing 
their hearts in hard-hearted selfishness.

Books of prophets, 


wisdom, psalms, made . 


the word of God known

In an earlier article we suggested that 
certain prophetic circles probably formula- 
ted some of the traditions that went into the 
Pentateuch. In addition, such prophetic 
~ communities were probably responsible for 
reserving for us the stories about Elijah and 
Elisha found in 1-2 Kings. 


But there were other prophets, beginning 
from the eighth century B.C., who stand out 
prominently as individuals—men such as 
Amos, Hosea, Micah, Isaiah, Jeremiah, 
Ezekiel—who contributed much to the Old 
Testament. Such men were primarily 
preachers; the Word of the Lord was made 
known to them and they made it known to 
the people. Their words came to be 
preserved, written down, and finally 


incorporated into the books that bear their 
names. 


HOW THIS came to pass is understood 


only in part. Of Jeremiah we are told that on 
one occasion he dictated to his secretary, 
Baruch, all the oracles he had proclaimed 
during the previous 20 years (Jeremiah 36), 
and of Isaiah it is said that he committed 
teachings to his disciples (Isaiah 8:16). No 
such explicit information is available for the 
other prophets, but in each case there must 
have been some among their hearers who 
remembered their words and committed 
them to writing before they were lost. 


In the first stage individual oracles were 
written down; these were usually short, 
averaging perhaps a half-dozen verses in our 
numbered Bibles. Later, when it was 


recognized that the man was truly a prophet

A Living Parish 


Directory for children 
makes the Eucharist > 
more understandable

For many years persons who work 
extensively with the young pleaded for some 
changes in the Mass which would make the 
Eucharist more understandable to little 
children. They argued that our liturgy has 
been designed basically for adults and thus 
those in their early years simply could not 
comprehend most of what was said or done. 


A Directory for, Masses with Children 
published by the Vatican in November, 1973, 
responded to those pleas. It contained very 
radical principles and numerous practical 

"Suggestions for adapting liturgies to the 
mentality of young people. It also implied 
that the Holy See would in the near future 
issue special eucharistic prayers for child- 
ren. 


THREE HAVE now been prepared by

’ norms to govern their translation and use: 


“The committee of translators should 
always remember that the Latin text in this 
case is not intended for liturgical use. 
Therefore it is not simply to be translated. 


“The Latin text determines the purpose, 
substance, and general form of these 
prayers, and these should be the same in the 
translations into various languages. Fea- 
tures proper to the Latin language (which 
never developed a special style of speaking 
with children) are never to be carried over 
into the vernacular texts intended — for 
liturgical use...”’ 


The celebrant, while adapting and 
following a text adapted to the young, should 
nevertheless avoid a childish style of 
speaking which could jeopardize the 
celebration’s dignity. 


of the Lord and his words priceless, all the 
oracles of his that had been preserved were 
collected together. 


Finally, someone undertook to put 
together into an organized whole the 
prophetic words so gathered. An attempt 
was usually made to put them together in 
some logical fashion, such as chronologically 
or by subject matter, and a short notice was 
prefixed to the collection to name the 
prophet and to tell a little of his background 
and when he prophesied (see Amos 1:1) 
Isaiah 1:1; Jeremiah 1:1-3; etc.). The 
indications are that much of this editorial 
activity was carried out during the exile. 


Another circle already referred to are the 
Sages or wise men. Their presence in Israel, 
as a professional group, dates at least from 
the time of Solomon. His extensive 
commerical activities and foreign relations 


‘required a large corps of scribes and a 


scribal school, and it was probably for this 
reason that Solomon was, considered the 
patron of wisdom in Israel. 


SUCH A scribal circle has its own spirit, 
and its own lore. Much of it consisted of 
advice of how to get along and how to get 
ahead in the royal court, but much of it 
shows high moral ideals. This wisdom 
teaching, along with Israel’s traditional law, 
contributed to Israel’s demanding ethical 
standards. Sometimes this teaching was 
embodied in short, pithy sayings (proverbs), 
such as those that make up the bulk of some 
of the wisdom books (Proverbs, Sirach).

Egypt and Mesopotamia from an early date. 


Sometimes, as in the cases of Job and 
Ecclesiastes, the sages concerned them- 
selves with problems such as suffering and 
the meaning of life. The wisdom books, as 
we now have them, date from the exile and 
later, but the sort of material that is in them, 
sometimes the actual formulations, has an 
unbroken history from early in the period of 
the monarchy. . 


A SPECIAL word needs to be said about 
the Psalter. It is very obviously the result of 
collection and compilation. In general it 
represents the prayers of Israel’s Temple 
liturgy; even a slight acquaintance with it 
shows how rich and varied this was. 


Many of the psalms may well date from 
the time before Solomon’s Temple, back to 
the days of Israel’s tribal league and to the 
days of David. 


Here, too, we can see the influence of 
particular circles. While most of the psalms 
fit the general needs of praise, thanksgiving, 
and petition, some of them reveal special 
priestly concerns, others prophetic, and still 
others can be dubbed wisdom compositions, 
being meditations on themes that are 
frequent in the wisdom literature (Psalms 1; 
37; 73; etc.).

These tests are designed for eucharistic 
celebrations in which the majority of the 
congregation are children. 


Because of the psychology ot children, 
priests should avoid concelebrating such 
Masses. 


Certain portions (e.g. the dialogue before 
the preface, the Holy, Holy, Holy Lord, and 
the consecration formula) are repeated 
exactly as they occur in the other eucharistic 
prayers. This has been done to minimize the 
differences between adult and children’s 
liturgies as well as to lead young people on 
to a more mature participation in the Mass. 


The structure of these three new texts 
follows the pattern and normally contains all 
the elements of a eucharistic prayer as 
outlined in the Roman Missal. 


There are more acclamations within each 
prayer to. facilitate participation by the 
children. 


The first eucharistic prayer for children 
stresses “‘simplicity’’ in style and wording. 


Consider the phrasing of this memorial after 
the consecration: 


“WE DO NOW what Jesus told us to-do. 
We remember his death and his resurrection 
and we offer you, Father, the bread that 
gives us life and the cup that saves us. Jesus 
brings us to you; welcome us as you welcome 
him.”’ 

The second emphasizes greater ‘‘partici- 
pation.’’ A congregation repeatedly says or 
sings acclamations like ‘‘We praise you, we 
bless you, we thank you’’ and ‘‘Hosanna in 
the highest.’’ 


The third injects a ‘‘variety’’ into the 
eucharistic prayer with variable sections for 
the different seasons. 


For effective use of these new eucharistic 
prayers for children, the introduction insists 
that careful catechetical instruction precede 
the celebration itself and that priests seek to 
develop within the young people a reverend, 
inner, prayerful disposition as they gather 
for such special Masses.

Did the Founding Fathers believe in God?

recognizes this as a familiar statement about 
our first president, George Washington. He 
was the ‘‘first common hero’’ of the 
American people, the prototype of the 
American man, hard working and practical, 
interested in business and politics, highly 
respected for his honesty, strong will, and 
ability to act upon his beliefs and 
convictions. 


Among Washington’s contemporaries 
were John Adams, Thomas Jefferson, James 
Madison, Benjamin Franklin and Thomas 
Paine, fellow Founding Fathers. These were 
six of the men who shared in founding this 
nation. But they also had something else in 
common. 


EACH HAS variously been called atheist, 
skeptic, and deist. Each was strongly 
influenced by the Enlightenment movement. 
Today, we shall examine their religious 
convictions on the existence of God. 


But, briefly, we shall go back much 
further than the Revolutionary era in this 
country. We shall reach back to Biblical 
times. It is interesting to note that the 
authors of the Bible never raised a question 
about the existence of God. 


The first words of the first book, ‘‘In the 
beginning God created the heavens and the 
earth,’’ set the tone for all that follows. 
Questions about God in the Bible are 
concerned with who He is and how He acts, 
not whether He exists. Only ‘‘the fool says in 
his heart, ‘There is no God.’ ’’ (Psalm 14:1). 


NOW LET US step much farther ahead in 
the pages of history to the last quarter of the 
18th century. The- place—the American 
colonies, What was the religious climate? 
The majority of the people belonged to the 
Calvinist tradition, a tradition so strongly 
rooted in scripture that the existence of God 
was seldom questioned. ‘‘There is within the 
human mind, and indeed by natural instinct, 
an awareness of divinity. This we take to be 
beyond controversy’’ [Institutes, II, xi., 14). 


A new movement, the Enlightenment, 
was on the horizon. Its emphasis was on the 
importance of human reason, and_ its 
followers were deists. An English philoso- 
pher, John Locke, influenced the growth of 
the movement. 


His belief in God is stated with certainty in 
his essay, Human Understanding. ‘‘To 
show...that we are capable of knowing, that 
is, being certain that there is a God, and how 
we may come by this certainty, I think we 
need go no farther than ourselves, and that 


“First in war, first in peace, first in the - 
_ hearts of his countrymen.’’ Every American 


undoubted knowledge we have of our own 


. Existence...It is plain to me, we have a more_ 
certain knowledge of the Existence of a God, 


than of any thing our senses have not 
immediately discovered to us. Nay. I 
presume I may say, that we more certainly 
know that there is a God, than that there is 
anything else without us.’’ 


The nature of God and the ways of 
knowing Him were quite different in deism, 
and this fact must be honestly faced. But the 
very name “‘deism’’ is a reference to the God 
in whom they believed. 


_This, then, was the religious climate in 
which the Founding Fathers lived. The six 
whom some called atheists, actually were 
followers of the Enlightenment. And since 
the Enlightenment did not deny the 
existence of God, they can hardly be 
identified as atheists. 


WASHINGTON’S EARLY biographers 
were convinced that he was a Christian; 
others have been equally certain that he was 
an atheist. Actually, the truth lies 
somewhere between these two extremes. 
But there is absolutely no doubt that he 
believed in the existence of God. A number 
of his writings attest to this fact. 


The strength of this conviction is 


‘unmistakable in the following statement: “‘It 


is impossible to account for the creation of 
the universe without the agency of a 
Supreme Being. It is impossible to govern 
the universe without the aid of a Supreme 
Being. It is impossible to reason without 
arriving at a Supreme Being. Religion as 
necessary to reason, as reason is to religion. 
The one cannot exist without the other.’’ 


Thomas Jefferson, the keynote author of 
the Declaration of Independence, was a 
sensitive, brilliant man. While he had been 


‘tutored by an Anglican rector, he was a 


“‘free-thinker’’ in religion. 


HE OFTEN criticized the religious 
establishment, yet attended church regular- 
ly, had his children baptized in the Anglican 
church, joined enthusiastically in the 
worship, and freely supported the church 
financially. But he disliked discussing his 
religious views publicly, and he did not 
attempt to influence others in their thinking. 


He felt strongly that religion is a man’s 
own business. He said, ‘‘I am a Christian, in 
the only sense he (Jesus) wished any one to 
be; sincerely attached to his doctrine in 
preference to all others; ascribing to himself 
every human excellence, and believe he 
never claimed any other.’’ 


“The master builder of the Constitution,”’ 
James Madison, seriously considered the 
ministry but finally chose law. He was of the 


Anglican faith but later was caught up in 
Enlightenment. Like Jefferson, he consid- 
ered faith a private thing. 


That Madison had a strong belief in the 
existence of God is clear from his writings: 
“The belief in a God All Powerful wise and 
good, is so essential to the moral order of the 
World and to the happiness of man, that 
arguments which enforce it cannot be drawn 
from too many sources nor adapted with too 
much solicitude to the different characters 
and capacities to be impressed with it...It 
will probably always be found that the 
course of reasoning from the effect to the 
cause, ‘from Nature to Nature’s God,’ will 


\ 


be the more universal and persuasive 
application.”’ : 


JOHN ADAMS, the second president, was 
a very independent thinker who loved to 
read in many fields. There was a clash 
between the Puritan in him which drove him 
to excel and the fun-loving side which 
tempted him to idleness and luxury. But his 
ambition gained control, as evidenced by the 
life of remarkable achievements. 


He believed strongly in the existence of 
God, but was fiercely independent, refusing 
to be tied down to one interpretation of 
religious truth. He ultimately identified with 
the Unitarians because they left room for the 
widest divergence of opinion. 


There is no doubt that he believed in God. 


He said, ‘‘Shall I dare to complain and to 
murmur against Providence...when my very 
existence, all the pleasure I now enjoy, and 
all the advantages I have of preparing for _ 


hereafter, are expressions of benevolence 


that I never did and never could 
deserve?...he has hung up in the heavens 
over my head, and spread out in the fields of 
nature around me, those glorious shows and 
appearances with which my eyes and my 
imagination are extremely delighted.”’ 
BENJAMIN FRANKLIN has sometimes 
been called ‘‘the wisest American.’’ He was 
the “‘epitome of the Enlightenment,’’ a 


versatile man whose intellect and trust of ~ 


reason led him into many fields. He did not 
hesitate to make it clear that he believed in 
God’s existence. 


In his autobiography, he wrote, ‘‘I never 
doubted...the existence of the Deity; that he 
made the world and governed it by his 
Providence; that the most acceptable service 
of God was the doing good to man; that our 
souls are immortal; and that all crime will be . 
punished, and virtue rewarded, either here 
or hereafter.”’ 


Thomas Paine was ‘“‘the literary dynamo’’ 
of the American Revolution, the pamphle- 
teer-philosopher of two revolutions, ‘‘A man 
who was willing to travel anywhere in the 
world to combat atheism and to establish the 
proof of the existence of God,’’ yet he was 
“flayed as an infidel and enemy of religion.”’ 


Actually, one of the main concerns of 
Paine’s life was to prove the existence of 
God. His belief that men had entered ‘‘the 
age of reason’’ and must therefore reject 
everything in religion which could not stand 
the test of reason led him to discard a great, 
deal of orthodox Christianity and to support 
the religious philosophy of deism. 


In The-Age of Reason, he wrote: ‘‘Were a 
man impressed as fully and strongly as he 
ought to be with the belief of a God, his 
moral life would be regulated by the force of ’ 
belief; he would stand in awe of God and of 
himself, and would not do the thing that_ 
could not be concealed from either. To give 
this belief the full opportunity of force, it is 
necessary that it acts alone. This is deism.’’

MUCHAS VECES Moises intercede con 
Dios de parte de su _inquieto pueblo 
pidiendo...‘‘Perdone la iniquidad de este 
pueblo recordando tu gran benevolencia, asi 
como lo ha venido perdonando desde la 
salida de Egipto hasta ahora’’ (numeros 
14:19). 

Y vez tras vez Dios manifiesta su 
“‘hesed’’, su lealtad a la promesa del 
convenio, de cuidar y socorrer a su pueblo 
escogido. En el desierto los alimenta con 
mana y codorniz (Exodo 16-18, Numeros

Regresa el grupo de espias y reportan...‘‘En 
verdad, la tierra corre con leche y miel’’ 
(Numeros 13:27). 


TODAVIA CONSERVAN corazones de 
esclavos, se llenan de miedo y no tienen 
confianza en la promesa de Yave. Solo dos 
del grupo de espias, Caleb y Josue, urgen 
que los Israelitas reclaman la tierra que fue 
prometida a ellos y a sus antepasados 
diciendo,..‘‘la tierra que exploramos es una 
tierra rica y fina. Si el Senor es complacido 
con nosotros, nos llevara y nos dara esa 
tierra’? (Numeros 14:7-8). 

Pero los demas dijeron a los Israelitas, 
‘No podemos atacar a esta gente; son 
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demasiado fuertes para nosotros...la tierra 
que exploramos es un pais que consume a 
sus habitantes. Y todos los hombres que 
vimos eran enormes, verdaderos gigan- 
tes’’...(Numeros 13:31-33).

_ La Iglesia y la mujer

En los comienzos de la Iglesia, nos consta 
por los evangelistas de que un grupo de 
mujeres seguian a Jesus, y si bien es verdad 
que nunca aparecen en ningun ministerio o 
funcion oficial apostolica, sin embargo, les 
seguian a Jesus y a los apostoles en sus 
correrias y les atendian a ellos y a Jesus. 


Vemos pues, que a Jesus le acompanaban 
mujeres en sus correrias apostolicas. 


HAY SANTOS Padres y el Apocalipsis usa 
el simbolo de esposa para figurar a la 
Iglesia, como una personalidad femenina y 
Jesus es el esposo. Como del costado de 
Adan segun vimos en el Genesis, nacio la 
mujer, asi del costado del segundo Adan, 
Cristo, nacio la Iglesia, como lo comentan 
Santos Padres, escrituristas y teologos. Es 
decir que esta palabra Iglesia, se usa como 
simbolo de maternidad, de esposa, de amor, 
“de-fecundidad, notas todas especificas y 
preferentes de la mujer. 

En el acontecimiento mas solemne, el 
magno por excelencia, en el que habia de 
nacer la Iglesia con la venida del Espiritu 
Santo, tambien estuvieron presentes mujer- 
es y recibieron con los apostoles el Espiritu 
Santo, aunque en distinto grado y forma 
conforme a las funciones que cada cual 
habria de desempenar. 


ASI NOS LO describe San Lucas: 
“Entrados en la ciudad, subieronse a la 
habitacion alta, donde tenian su morada, 
Pedro y Juan, Santiago, Andres, Felipe, 
Tomas, Bartalome y Mateo, Jacobo el hijo de 
Alfeo, Simon el Zelota y Judas el hermano 
de Jacobo. Todos ellos se reunian siempre 
para orar con los hermanos de Jesus, con 
Maria su madre y con las otras mujeres’’ 
(Hechos 1-13-14). 


Debido a la influencia de la religiosidad 
judia por la que la mujer no podia ejercer 
ninguna funcion oficial en el templo nien los 
cultos, sino siempre en segundo plano y 
silencio, por eso los apostoles siguieron la 
misma norma en los primeros tiempos de la 
Iglesia. 

Sin embargo San Pablo parece que como 
siempre rompio estas ataduras y consintio en 
que las mujeres, hablaran, ensenaran en las 
asambleas, pero debido a la fogosidad y 
apasionamiento de las mujeres de Corinto 
que se creian ya emancipadas de este yugo, 
por el cristianismo, tuvo que intervenir 
tajante San Pablo y zanja el problema 
prohibiendo que la mujer ensene, ore, 
publicamente en la asamblea, pero no en 
privado (1 Corintios 14-33-36). 


Y PARA QUE todas acaten su determina- 
cion dice: ‘‘Es el mandato del Senor’’ (1 
Corintios 14-37). Porque Jesus en su vida 
solo encomendo a sus apostoles, las 
funciones ministeriales. 


Sin embargo San Pablo es el paladin de la 
defensa de la mujer, y trato siempre en sus 
cartas de ‘‘liberarla’’ de la ‘‘ley judia’’ para 
darle entrada en la ‘‘ley del Espiritu.’” Asi 
escribe a los Galatas: ‘‘No hay ni judio, ni 
griego, ni esclavo, ni libre, ni hay ni hombre, 
ni mujer, porque todos vosotros, no sois mas 
que uno en Cristo Jesus’’ (Galatas 3-28). 


De la doctrina Paulina sobre el papel de la 
mujer en la Iglesia, se podia concluir que 
acepta las funciones liturgicas por la razon 
de la sumision que como esposa simboliza a 
la Iglesia, debe como esta depender del 
Esposo que es Cristo, no queda eclipsada, 
sino limitada en sus funciones. 


LA MATERNIDAD dota a la mujer de una 


ascendiente sobre el hombre, asi como una 
mision educadora. E incluso como esposa, 
cuya nota distintiva es de sumision. 


Tiene una aptitud para personificar la 


__Iglesia, significandola—y realizandola—en 


sus relaciones con Cristo en el misterio de la 
salvacion, en toda creatura que nace, que 
viene a realizar historia humana, existe una 
cooperacion igual del hombre y de la mujer, 
con Dios, ellos preparan el cuerpo y Dios da 
el espiritu, el soplo de vida, a ese nuevo ser, 
que lo redimira: Cristo. 


El Concilio Vaticano II al exponer la 
mision singular que corresponde a Maria, 
indica que en Maria esta implicado el 
destino de toda mujer. 


AL HABLAR DEL consentimiento de 
Maria en la Encarnacion, declara que la 
finalidad del Padre, era lograr la cooperacion 
de la mujer en la obra de la salvacion—de 
esta. suerte asi como.la mujer coopero a la 
muerte, tambien debia de cooperar a la vida 
(Decr. L.G. 56). 


Al clausurar el concilio, el Papa Paulo VI, 
en su homilia declaraba a la Virgen Maria, 
que es el protipo de la mujer cristiana— 
““Maria, Madre de la Iglesia.”’ Esta frase fue 
objeto de muchos debates entre los padres 
conciliares, y creian que si se afirmaba de la 
Virgen—La Bienaventurada Virgen Maria, 
Madre de la Iglesia, parece que quedaba 
exclusivamente reducido a la Maternidad de 
Maria respecto de la Iglesia, y lo 
sustituyeron los padres conciliares por el 
titulo definitivo—La Bienaventurada Virgen 
Maria, Madre de Dios, en el misterio de 
Cristo y de la Iglesia. 


Maria, pues, quedo por los padres 
conciliares, aprobada en la Iglesia como 
miembro superemiento y absolutamente 
singular. Se le saluda como modelo de la 
Iglesia—el mas notable tipo y ejemplo de la 
Iglesia en su fe y en su caridad. 


AL AFIRMAR, pues, que Maria es Madre 
de la Iglesia, equivale a decir que la mujer 
ha realizado un papel principal, despues de 
Cristo, en el nacimiento de la Iglesia, y que 
continua ejerciendo su influjo en el 
desarrollo. 


Segun el parecer de San Irieno, del que se 
hace eco la Constitucion Conciliar, Maria, por 
su obediencia viene a ser causa de salvacion 
para ella y para todo el genero humano.

Tambien la Constitucion recoge la 
afirmacion de San Agustin: ““Coopero 
mediante su caridad al nacimiento de los 
fieles de la Iglesia.’’

RECIENTEMENTE Su Santidad, Paulo

- Liberation theology: ‘spare us 
from hearing the starving’

I really have to wonder from what R.F. 


_ O'Neill, and the many, many people for 


whom he undoubtedly speaks, really wants 
to be spared when he attacks liberation 
theology. Could it be spare us from hearing 
the cries of the hungry and starving in a 
world of plenty? 


Spare us, perhaps, from facing up to the 
fact that in many South American countries 
up-to 90 per cent of the wealth is owned by 
no more than 10 per cent of the people? 


POSSIBLY SPARE us from a considera- 
tion that so many in the Christian West 
actually regard the highest standard of living 
possible and the acquisition of every luxury 
as the ultimate end of existence? 


Spare us Catholic Christians from even 
thinking of our obligation of at least 
attempting to liberate the millions who never 
heard the good news of the gospel from the 
oppression of Satan and sin...except for our 
generous dollar or two thrown in the basket 
on Mission Sunday? 


Spare us from ever looking seriously at the 
lives of the early Christians who gave up 
their possessions so that everyone would 
have enough, because they took Christ 
seriously? 


SPARE US FROM ever having to admit 
that to really be a Christian means to 
voluntarily accept less, so that others can 
live? 

Spare us from ever having to look Christ in 
the eye and say to him: ‘‘Lord, you really 
didn’t mean that stuff about it being more 
difficult for a rich man to enter heaven than 
for a camel to pass through the eye of a 
needle, did you?’’ (And I don’t mean just 
those rich people living up on the hill 
overlooking the ocean. I mean practically all 
of us in affluent America and the affluent 
Christian West, because most of us are 
rich! 

Spare us from calling to mind the words of 
all modern Popes who insisted on the basic 
right to private property but, at the same 
time, insisted that ‘‘Every man has the right 
to find in the world around him all he needs 
for life and progress’’ (Pope Paul VI in his 
encyclical Progress of Peoples, published by 
Claretian Publications under the title ‘‘This 
is Progress’’, page 22...and that ‘‘The earth 
was made for all, not just for the rich’’ (Ibid., 
quoting from St. Ambrose, page 23)? 

AND SPARE US from the words of our 
Holy Father: ‘‘God has made the earth and 
all that it contains for all men to share. The

first. Even the right to private property and 
private enterprise must yield to justice.”’ 
(Ibid., page 22). ‘‘From time to time the 
good of all demands that private property be 
taken over by.the state’ (Ibid., page 12). 
One does not have to espouse liberation 
theology, much less Marxist socialism, : to 
know that there are great evils under the 


- capitalist system and that, if the will of 


Christ is to be respected, they must be 


corrected. ‘‘Capitalism has often bred too 


much misery, too much injustice, too much 
bitterness and strife.’’ (Pope Paul, same 
encyclical, page 24). ; 

These evils exist not because capitalism is 
evil in itself but because men, including 
Christians, are by nature selfish. 

O, WE NEED to be spared all right, but I 


doubt if it is exactly from liberation 
theology! 


I would suggest that we need to be spared 
rather from the teaching and example of so 


- many so-called Christians of America and 


the West who demand every pleasure while 
our brothers starve; who have padded the 
Cross of Christ; who have come up with 
every argument and excuse not to take 
Christ’s teaching on love, on poverty, on the 
dangers of wealth, on sacrifice seriously; who 
waste more food and other vital commodities 
than would enable millions who now suffer 
to live in a basic decency; who just are not 
concerned. 


The violence espoused by liberation 
theology? Indeed, spare us from the 
violence. It is indeed difficult to reconcile 
violence and killing with the Christ who said 
**Put up the sword.’’ 


BUT, MOST assuredly, unless the 
Christian West finally decides to be 
Christian, violence is inevitable...and, 
perhaps, not so much because liberation 
theologians persuaded their followers that it 
is acceptable, but because people finally 
decided there is no other way. We dare not 
let it happen. But it begins with me.
